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Georgia Reconversion 
Taken in Easy Stride; 
Industry Expects Boom 


By WELLINGTON WRIGHT. 


A steady stream of reports from all over the state indi- 
cates that Georgia has landed on its feet in solving the prob- 


lem of reconversion from war 


Temporary unemployment, due to closing out of war 
contracts, is fast yielding to the labor demands of a peace- 


time economy already swollen with an enormous backlog 
¢ 


of civilian orders. 

These state-wide reports, based 
upon facts and figures, indicate 
@ growing confidence on the part 
of Georgians to master the job 
-of reconversion and thus to in- 
augurate a new era of peacetime 
prosperity in al] sections of the 
state. Present indications are 
that all qualified persons thrown 
out of work through the cancella- 
tion of war orders will soon find 
their places within the orbit of 
the civilian economy now getting 


into high gear. 

Both public agencies and pri- 
vate firms are sharing in this race! 
for speedy reconversion. The gov- 
ernment, with its rivers and har- 
bors program: the state, with its 
highway projects, and the counties 
and cities, with their plans for 
public buildings, are joining with 
companies and individuals in their 
efforts to make a quick transi- 
tion from an economy of war to 
an economy of peace and thereby 
to take up the slack in the em- 
ployment situation. 

Some of the reports which 
came in yesterday are: 
COLUMBUS 

In the postwar era, this city 
expects to maintain, perhaps to 
surpass, the high ratings it al- 
ready has: (1) the rank of the 
second industrial city in the state 
and (2) rank of 14 in the list of 
the class A-1 qarkets of the whole 
country. There is no unemploy- 


to peace. 


ment here. 

According to a chamber of com- 
merce survey, 95 per cent of the 
industries already here expect to 
expand and all of them expect to 
increase the number of their em- 
ployes. in addition, severa] new 
industries intend to locate here. 
There are also prospects of a 
boom in the building industry. 


More industries, including tex- 
tiles and steels, have already 
started reconversion to produce 
civilian consumer goods. These 
include the huge textile plant of 
the Bibb Manufacturing Com- 
pany, employing 15,000 persons; 
Lummus Cotton Gin Company, 
largest manufacturer of raw steel 
products in the Columbus area; 
Golden’s Foundry, producers of 
pig iron; and manufacturers of ag- 
ricultural implements, wagon and 
auto parts, chemicals, clothing, 
peanut and cottonseed products, 
hosiery, millwork, paper boxes, 
paving material, printing and pub- 
lishing, fabricated steel, brick, 
tile and concrete products, mat- | 
tresses, ice, DJagging, lumber—all 
of these are so optimistic that 
many of them predict enough 
peacetime business to keep their 
plants running at full speed for 
“at least” 10 years.

The raid described by the for- 
mcr Danish minister was the 12th 
Superfortress attack of the war 
against Tokyo. It was made by 
300 B-29s which dropped 2,300 
tons of incendiary bombs, the big- 
gest raid launched against the 
Japanese capital up to that time. 

The bombs were dropped over 
a 10-square mile area of the city, 
shortly after midnight, but a gale 
then sweeping the Japanese capi- 
tal fanned the flames through the 
center of the city until 17 square 
miles were burned out. A report 
from the 20th Bomber Command 
said that two B-29s were lost. 

Tillitse lived in Tokyo up to last 
May 25. His country broke off 
diplomatic relations with Japan on 
May 23 and on the 25th he left 
the city to join his family. and 
await repatriation. That tight the 
Superfortresses struck again. 

Tillitse described the May 25 
attack as “one of the most ter- 
rific on Tokyo.” His house was 
burned to the ground by the 
flames set off by 700,000 incen- 
diary bombs included in the bomb 
total of 4,500 tons unleashed by 
550 planes. 

“When, later on, I stood on the 
place where my house had been 
1 -ould not see a single undam- 
aged house,” he said. “There were 
hardly any ruins—only ashes. 

The May 25 attack lasted 105 
minutes and burned out an addi- 
tional 3.2 square miles for a total 
of 35.9 square miles destroyed in 
the city.

Unsafe, Inferior Schools 
Found in Georgia Survey

(This is the first of a series of articles, based on findings of 
the education panel of the Agricultural and Industrial Develop- 
ment Board, of the condition of Georgia schools and what's being 


done to improve them.) 


School plant conditions “which 


justify grave concern” have been 


found by the education pane! of the Agricultural and Industria! De- 
velopment Board in a lengthy study of Georgia educational problems. 


Described as “one of the most! 
comprehensive of its kind in the | 
nation,” the study involved collec: | 
tion of basic data on 97 per cent 
of the school buildings in the. 
state and detailed studies of 500, 
on a 10 per cent sampling, of | 
Georgia’s 5,000 public’ school 
buildings. | 

“The findings disclosed school | 
plant conditions which justify | 
grave concern on the part of edu- 
cational and lay leaders who are 
interested in the educational prog- 
ress of the-state and in the physi- 
cal safety and mental welfare of 
the students,” the panel said in 
an annual report issued this 
month. 


Some of the conditions reported 
follow: 

1. A wide variation exists in 
the quality and adequacy of, 
physical facilities, caused by vari- | 
ation in assessed valuation of tax- 
able property. | 

For instance, the assessed val- 
uation in one western Georgia 
county is $428 per pupil, com- 
pared to $4,760 per pupil in an- 
other county in the same section. 
The first county could float a. 
maximum amount of $29.96 per | 
pupil under the constitution while | 
the second could float $330.20 per 
pupil.

“State and federal funds dis- 
tributed on an equalizing basis 
are essential if the school pro- 
gram is to be adequately provided 
for and the school children are 
to be safely housed.” 


2. According to nationally-ac- 
cepted standards 40 per cent of 
the white school plants and 94 per 
cent of the Negro school plants 
“are so inferior, because of obso- 
lescence or structural insecurity, 
that it is not advisable to expend 
any considerable amount of 
money in an effort to make them 
acceptable plants.” 

3. One-fourth of the high 
schools and two-fifths of the ele- 
mentary schools are not located 
near centers of population “and 
are thus responsible for excessive 
traveling distances and increased 
transportation costs.” 

4. Of the 22 conditions of build- 
ings which are regarded by ex- 
perts as constituting fire or oanic 
hazards, 12 of them are found in 
the average Georgia white school 
and 17 are found in the average 
Negro school. 


MANY LACK WATER SUPPLY 


5. One-fourth ‘of the\white and 
one-half of the Negro school 
plants have no water on the 
school grounds. One-third of the 
white and two-thirds of the Ne- 
gro schools provide no means of 
drinking except the common dip- 
per. Only one out of three of 
the white and one out of 13 of the 
Negro plants have _ flush-type 
toilets. 

6. Actual measurements in 100 
typical classrooms showed that on 
bright days 54 per cent of the pu- 
pils receive less than the mini- 
mum + light requirement when 
electric lights are on, and 56 per 
cent fail to receive adequate light 
when lights are not switched on. 
On dark days 72 per cent fail to 
receive minimum light require- 
ments when electric lights are 
on, and 75 per cent when lights 
are off. 

7. The typical school plant in 
Georgia contains only those facil- 
ities essential for the 
educational program. Facilities 
for teaching such courses as home 
economics, agriculture, science 
and commercial subjects are gen- 
erally not adequate in the aver- 
age high school. 

The occurrence of cafeterias, 
auditoriums, libraries, g ymna- 
siums, art rooms, music rooms, 
industrial art rooms, health clin- 
ics, and teachers’ rest rooms is 
exceptional.

Plan Program 
Of Education 
For Workers 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 26.—(UP) 
The Department of Labor is con- 
sidering a workers’ educational 
extension service similar to that 
performed by the Agriculture De- 
partment for farmers. 


A high department official dis- 
closed tonight that several college 
educators and labor and industry 
leaders had been consulted about 
the plan under which information 
about federal labor laws, duties of 
union officers and stewards, col- 
lective bargaining and responsi- 
bilities of union members would 
be disseminated in every manufac- 
turing center of the nation. 

Managemeont representatives 
handling labor relations could use 
the service as well as wage earn- 
ers. 

Getting the service underway 
would depend upon congressional 
approval. 

The program is part of: Secre- 
tary of Labor Lewis B. Schwellen- 
bach’s plan fcr revitalizing his de- 
partment. He has laid only a few 
of his plans before President Tru- 
man, but he expects the White 
House to release some of them 
this week, including transfer of 
the National Labor Relations 
Board to the department. 

Among other things, Schwellen- 
bach hopes to enlarge the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics and the con- 
ciliation service. His recommen- 
dations include an appraisal of the 
BLS cost-of-living index, on which 
wartime wage stabilization is 
based. They do not include, as 
of tonight, a report on what 
Schwellenbach's aides think the 
BLS: should do in the future. 

The Labor Department infar- 
mant said the reorganization plans 
would include and go considerably 
beyond the suggestions made to 
Schwellenbach last week by Presi- 
dent R. J. Thomas, of the United 
Automobile Workers (CIO). Thom- 
as urged establishment of bureaus 
of labor production, workers’ ed- 
ucation (the system under con- 
sideration), co-operatives and con- 
sumer interests. 

One of the first steps will be 
an overhauling of the public in- 
formation division to bring all in- 
formation sections under one head 
and enlargement of the staff.

Col. John G. Knauer, chief sur- 
geon at U. S. headquarters, said 
there had been no cases of typhoid 
or paratyphoid among American 
soldiers in the city. 

Scheffer said.8uv per cent of the 
cases were contracted outside 
Berlin, He added that steps to 
contro] the disease included expe- 
diting repair of the city’s sewer- 
age and water mains; adequate 
chlorination of water and the re-

Therefore, we are appealing to all job stewards to 
read this letter to our members at each company and ask for 
each member to donate at least one dollar towards this campaign 
inasmuch as we hope to raise at least $3,000 between our local and 
the cab drivers’ local union.” 

The international representative asserts he rebuked this local 
for the letter. Yet in the statement Sunday by the garbage 
truck drivers’ local, there was a reference to the fact that the 
federation officials were close to Mr. Hartsfield, incumbent in 
the mayor's office and against whom Mr. Roy LeCraw, former 
mayor, contends.

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We Spent to Kill-- 
Why Not to Save? 


I am no scientist. All I know is what other 
people tell me, by word of mouth or by writ- 
ten and printed word. 

I can tell you nothing about methods of possible cure or preven- 
tion of such plagues as cancer, poliomyelitis, tuberculosis, or any 
of the dread ills the flesh of man is heir to. I do know that man 
can, and someday will, conquer these enemies just as free men 
have conquered those evil forces which would have enslaved. 

It may be that research and experiment are already doing all 
that can be done in the search for a means to forever end cancer 
and infantile paralysis and all the other plagues. 

It is always true, however, that research for the antidotes to 
disease is costly. It takes money to speed the discovery of pre- 
vention or of cure. 

We have, as a nation, spent more than two hundred billions of 
dollars in our successful prosecution of World War II. We spent 
two billions on the creation of the atomic bomb alone. 

Don’t misunderstand. That two billions was money well spent. 
We shall never know how many lives the atomic bomb saved by 
forcing the Japanese to quick surrender. It might well have cost 
us and our allies from one to two million men to invade and con- 
quer, without the atomic bomb, Japan. It is probable the atomic 
bomb, already, has proven itself as the greatest life saver in all 
history. It well may prove itself the force which compels man- 
kind to abandon war, relic of savagery, entirely. 

What I am getting at is, if we spent two 


Peace Opportunity billions to create the atomic bomb as an 


engine of war, who could complain if we now allocated another 
two billion to be used, say, to conquer cancer? Let me repeat, | 
do not know if atomic force holds the secret of the elimination of 
cancer or any other disease. All I suggest is that if the discovery 
and perfection of the means to wipe out cancer, by any means, 
costs us two billions of dollars, it is a bargain at the price. Just as 
the atomic bomb which ended the war was a bargain at that price. 

Man is ever reluctant to spend much money in the cause of 
good. Allocation of public funds for public benefit always brings 
protest and opposition from those shortsighted ones who fear ex- 
tractive effect upon their pockets. 

When, under FDR, the program of slum clearance and re- 
housing was launched, there were not a few who protested, who 
screamed paternalism and who lamented the money must come out 
of their pockets,.as taxpayers. Yet, who can honestly deny the 
benefit even the partial rehousing we have has brought? Who can 
sincerely oppose a continuance of that program? 

Selfish groups always declaim against any progressive move, 
on the ground that it costs money. 

Then comes war. And the shackles on the public purse strings 
are thrown away. We do not count the cost when defeat is the 
price for stinginess. For war we spend tens of billions when, in 


peace, we would not spend thousands, no matter how worthy the 


objective. 

Today, as we face the problem of 
We Must Spend, Now reconversion of industry to peace- 
time standard, as we seek an active prosperity that will provide 
jobs and decent wages for all who seek them, we must reconcile 
ourselves to public spending on heavy scale. 

For we must spend, either in the activation of projects that will 
provide jobs, or in payments of unemployment benefits to men 
who want only honest, remunerative work. 

Why not, then, turn loose into the national economy, to play its 
part in increasing the national income, the comparatively small 
sums which might, quickly, bring to all our people the blessing of 
freedom from disease? 

Man has conquered many plagues which once ravaged entire 
populations. The black plague, smallpox, yellow fever and many 
others are today, to all intent and purpose, but tragic stories of 
the past. Man is ever discovering new preventives and cures for 
modern ills. Sulfa and penicillin are but the latest in a long line 
of such discoveries. 

If the expenditure of a few billion dollars on research and ex- 
perimentation can bring nearer the day of man’s release from the 
burden of disease, it would be money spent exceedingly well. 

To repeat, if we can spend two billions on an instrument of 
wholesale death. we can surely afford to spend a like suum in the 
search for an instrument of release from physical bondage.

Full Employment Legislation 


It's a great pity that the Murrav-Wagner Full Employment Bill, 
now up for senate hearings, cannot be cut in two. One principle 
in the bill would command general respect: the other, bitter con- 


troversy. But any Solomon who threatened such a major opera- 
tion would elicit the screams of the many fathers and mothers of 
this hybrid legislative creature. 


A further reason for the separation is the fact that the feature of 
the bill which provides for a yearly presidential estimate of future 
business and job conditions ought to be passed soon enough to 
enable the estimate to be made for the critical fiscal year of July 
1, 1946, to June 30, 1947. There would be little congressional or 
public opposition to this provision for economic estimates. But 
the attempt to incorporate in law the theory of jobs-through-bor- 
rowing-and-spending will meet protracted opposition. 


The bill provides that the President shall compile economic 
picture of the coming year’s possibilities and prébabilities. The, 
source materials which the President could command for such~ 
an estimate are limitless. For he could use as his research staff not 
only many governmental agencies, but private agencies as well. 
And because such a general estimate would be subject to scrutiny 
and debate by the press, by business and labor organizations and 
by independent economists of alll kinds, it would almost have to 
be compiled in a scientific and non-political manner. It could, in 
truth, be a sort of annual Domesday Book of national assets and 
economic trends. 


Scientific Approach If any such confusion had attended 


the prosecution of the scientific side of 
the past war, our land would now be occup‘ed by Germans and 
Japanese. But in war there is such a thing as research by com- 
mand. There is also such a thing in totalitarian governments in 
peacetime. In Germany during the war and in the years before 
the war, it was routine for the government or for the heads of 
such private companies as I. G. Farben to assemble a group of 
scientists and engineers, to tell them what was wanted and to 
command them to produce the answer. The amazing thing is that 
this enforced research generally produced the answer. The de- 
velopment of the atomic bomb was, in reality, such a command per- 
formance. Many medical discoveries have come from such. authort- 
tarian methods. Perfect freedom and individual action in research 
too often results in jealous withholding of information, in fruitless 
controversy, in long delay and in ultimate failure. 


The answer currently given to this question is two-fold. First, 
economics is not a science. Second, command performances in scien- 
tific research may be appropriate to war and to totalitarian govern- 
ments, but not to peace and to a free society. 


It is time to subject these two trite answers to searching criti- 
cism. It is true that economic science is far behind the physical 
sciences in freedom from propaganda, private interest and political 
bias. But it does deal with a sufficient body of indisputable ‘facts 
and common assumptions to emerge somewhat from the age of 
superstition. Take a simple example. In 1933, congress appropri- 
ated $3,300,000,000 for public works. Its purpose was to make jobs. 
We have never had a satisfactory scientific analysis of how that 
money was spent, how many jobs were vreated or how much the 
work, thus started, operated to make continuing business activity. 
There were ex parte claims, of course. There were government 
reports and speeches by politicians. Sen. Wagner has no more to 
justify the claims in his new bill than he had in 1933, when he 
helped sponsor the first New Deal spending program.

In instructions to the Japanese, 
MacArthur disclosed that the 24th

nounced tonight the terms of a historic, 30-year Russian-Chinese 
friendship treaty binding Russia to give aid to China solely through 
the Chungking government—to the exclusion of the northern China 
Communist regime—and providing for complete Russian recognition 
of Chinese sovereignty in Manchuria.

The Chinese people had been 
prepared for China’s recognition 
of the independence of Outer 
Mongolia.

French to Drop Bread

Sandersville Planning 
Expansion of Industry 


By MARY KEY WYNNE 
Constitution Staff Writer. 

SANDERSVILLE, Ga., Aug. 26.—It takes a heap o’ business to 
put a town with one traffic light and a population of about 3,500 
persons on the map, but in the opinion of Sandersville citizens this 
town is well on its way to success. as a big name in Georgia 


industry. 

Because of its rich natural re- 
sources, principally kaolin and 
lime, and due to the efforts of in- 
dustrious businessmen, Sanders- 
ville and surrounding territory 
will see great developments and 
expansions in industry during the 
reconversion period. For 
reason few if any former defense 
plant workers and returned ‘erv- 
icemen will be in need of jobs. 

Out of the four kaolin mines 
and refining plants centered 
around Sandersville, only one re- 
ports no plans for enlarging, an- 
other just begun this summer has 
‘ been growing rapidly. 

CLAY PLANT EXPANDS 

C. D. Frobes, production man- 
ager for Georgia operations, says 
that Edgar Brothers (a clay com- 
pany which has its home, office in 
Metuchen, N. J.) has made plans 
and bought equipment for a more 
than $100,000 expansion of their 
‘ plant at Gardners which will 
double the tonnage of produc- 
tion. 

The plant, which has been op- 
erating here for 15 years, em- 
ploys some 150 persons, most of 
whom are local residents. After 
the plant is expanded, Frobes es- 
_timates that from 25 to 40 men 
will be added to the pay roll. 
UNIQUE PIPELINES ‘ 

“Edgar Brothers is the only 
company in the country which 
uses the pipeline method of trans- 
porting crude clay to the refin- 
ing plant,” Frobes declared. “We 
have only two such lines in Geor- 
gia; one is located here and the 
other in Wilkinson county. 

Instead of hauling the clay by 
truck from the mine, located on 
the Milledgeville highway 
miles from here, to the Gardners
